THE PRINCIPLE OF IT.

The Chicago Record calls special
sitention to what Prof. A. B. Hart of
Harvard recently said in an address in
Detroit, viz: “If.the people of the soath
or of any community demand the burn-
ing at the stake of negroes as a penalty
for committing horrible crimes, the state
should make burning the legal penalty.”
The statement has been the subject of
much discussion, and the professor has
thought best to eay further: “I did not
mean to state that legalized lynching
was & necessary thing. Imeant to prove
that it was mot. And I thought the
proof that the south does not believe in
lynching is found in the fact that the
people have refused to legalise it.
“Lynchings in the south are the con-
fessions of the community which permits
them that it is not sufficiently civilized
to wait for the ordinary course of justice.
1t is an abdication of the most important
function of civilization.

“The statement that I have advocated
burning at the stake as a legal penalty
for negro crimes comes furthest from
expressing my views in vegard to this
important question. I neter made such
an assertion. My opinion is exactly the

opposite.

“I believe that lynchings are a retarn
to the cruelties of medieval tribes
Burning at the stake is not a deterrent
of erime, but a brutalizing of the whole
ion, white and black. And the
south shows its horror of it by refusing
to make it legal.”

Taz Joumnar believes that crime is
not so much a weakness of will (though
sometimes it appears 1o be that), as it is
perverted will, intention backed by bad
motive, directed to improper and unjus-
tifiable ends. Knowledge of the truth,
with strict and unflinching adherence to
it, on the part of those who are tempted
to wrong, is the sovereign remedy for
them, and indicates the proper course to
be taken by commaunities in the punish-
ment of crime, and aleo in anyefforts
that may be made for its prevention.
The proper education and insiruction
of youth along practical (that is useful
lines), briefly includes all particulars,
and this training is by no means confined
to books and organized schools, but is
very often best and most completely
the constant guidance and direction of
his own good sense.

So long as communities punish erime,
they will do o with a regard to its
enormity, whether the motive be reform
of the criminal, or safety of the com-
maunity, either one or both.

The right penalty being fixed by law,
speedy and sure punishment is every way
better for the community.

“The Iron Brigade” -Letter from Gen.
@ibbon.

The following letter from Gen. Gibbon,
who commanded the Iron Brigade
through the Pope and Maryland cam-
paigns, when it fought some of its hard-
est battles, has not hitherto been pub-
lished:

Paruaverruia, Pa., Oct. 5th, 1868,

Drar Smm:—Your Jetter of the 9th of
Sept., inviting me to be pmantonl‘.ln
oocasion of presenting s flag to my old
brigade, did mot reach me until a few
daysago. Had circumstances permitted
I should have been most happy to have
availed myself of the invitation.

The title of the “Iron Brigade” has
been well earned by that fine body of
men, and I am pleased to know that its
services are appreciated by the citizens
of the States from which the regiments
came.

It 0 happened that this brigade has
in several of the battles in which it has
taken part ocoupied very conspicuous
positions, and has elicited the praise of
all, and the highest commendation from
the commanding Generals. Its “baptism
of fire” was on the 28th of August, 1862,
during the Pope campaign, where, almost
alone, it sucoessfully resisted the on-
slanght of a Division of the enemy under
“Stonewall” Jackson in person, losing
600 of its men. It held a prominent
position twodaysafterward in the battle
near Bull Run, and after that disastrous
day formed the rear guard during the
retreat on Centerville. At South Moun-
tain it was assigned the duty of attack-
ing the enemy’s center, and held its
ground nobly long after dark against a
much superior force, and at Antietam it
led off in the attack on our extreme right,
and gained new honors by its intrepidity
in attack and its firmness and discipline
when forced back by superior numbers.

These are some of the actions in which
it has been engaged, and I am proud
though not surprised, to hear it maintain-
ed its high reputation at Gettysbarg.

It is an honor to the service and a
ecommand that any one may be proud of,
and is a living evidence of what our vol-
unteers can be made by a proper system
of promotion.—The world eannot pro-
duce a finer material for soldiers than
the rank and file of this Brigade, and I
shallalways feel a just pride in reflecting
upon my association with it.
